New York, Nov. 28.—Sixteen thou­ 
sand men, members of the Bridgemen 
and t^ousesm iths’ union of this city, 
may go on strike at once as a r e s u l t 
of the efforts on the 
part of Post & 
McCord to force an open shop plan by 
putting 300 men to work on three of 
the thirty buildings they are erecting 
in New York city. 
M. F. Ryan, presi­ 
dent of the International Bridge and 
Structural 
Ironworkers 
and 
House- 
smiths’ union, has 
been w aiting for 
this 
action of 
the firm, 
whir h 
now 
forms the basis of a general strike. 
The nonunion men put to work on 
three buildings were quartered in a 
new building on Eighteenth street be­ 
tween N inth and Tenth avenues and 
when the whistles blew at 8 o’clock 
they were escorted under guard to tile 
three buildings and put to work. 
The 
anion men continued at work because 
they had received 
no orders 
to the 
contrary, but it was declared that if 
the nonunion men were not taken off 
a strike would be declared. 
Post & McCord are leaders of the 
Employers' association, 
of which Mc­ 
Cord is president, and it the strike is 
declared it is probable that every mem­ 
ber of the association will stand by 
the firm and that work on every Build­ 
ing: in the city will be tied up. 
There has never been a tim e in thii 
city when so many skyscrapers were 
being put up and if the m em bers of the 
Bridge and Structural Ironworkers and 
H ousesm iths’ union drop their tools, 
IP,OOO m em bers at work on the fifty 
odd big buildings throughout the city 
will begin the strike.

W ashington, N o v . 28.—T he supreme 
court of the United States has af­ 
firmed 
the decision of 
tile 
United 
States district court of Vermont in the 
case of Mrs. Mary Mabel Rogers, who j 
is under sentence of death in Ver­ 
mont for the murder of her husband. 
The effect of the decision w as again 
to place the responsibility of dealing 
with the ca se in the hands of the state 
authorities and if 
in the meantime 
neither th e 
governor nor 
the state 
courts take action in Mrs. R ogers’ be­ 
half her execution must occur on the 
day set, jvhich is Dec. 8 next. 
The court held, in effect, that it was 
without jurisdiction in all the points 
raised. 


Admiral Chouknin Said to V ie w Situa­ 
tion at Sebastopol. 
St. Petersburg, 
Nov. 
28.— Though 
the mutineers at Sebastopol are still 
masters of the situation at Admiralty 
Point, and 
though parties 
have, ap­ 
parently, free access to the town, not 
withstanding the announcement by the 
authorities that the roads leading to it 
were blocked, dispatches received front 
Vice Admiral Chouknin, commanding 
the Black sea fleet, present the situa­ 
tion in an optim istic light. 
T hese dis 
patches, which 
were read at 
an ex­ 
traordinary council 
of the admiralty, 
declare that 
m ost of the 
mutineers 
have decided to surrender with their 
arms, though such action involves trial 
for mutiny before a courtmartial. 
This Is confirmed in part by a dis­ 
patch 
to the Novoe Vremya, 
w-hich 
says that the spirit of the mutineers is 
failing and that several bodies have 
a ’readv surrendered. 
On the other hand, dispatches to the 
Associated Press from Sebastopol say 
that revolutionary orators 
have suc­ 
ceeded in winning over a battalion ol 
reservists and that, in spite of the ar­ 
rival of reinforcements to the number 
ol several thousand the authorities did 
not dare to interfere 
with a review 
held by the mutineers by the Cathedral 
of St. Vladimir, which is in the very 
heart of the town. 
So far as known, most 
of the de­ 
mands of the mutineers 
have to do 
with service conditions, including the 
release of reservists who have served 
beyond their tim e, increase of pay, in­ 
crease in the allowance of food, and 
the removal 
of alleged 
incompetent 
brutal officers. 
Beyond a determination to proclaim 
martial law, nothing of a definite na­ 
ture has transpired regarding the de 
cisions arrived 
at by the 
admiralty 
council, but 
it. is reported 
that the 
council agreed 
as to the 
justice of 
m a n y 
of the 
demands made 
by the 
mutineers and would recommend to 
the emperor that immediate steps be 
taken to am eliorate the condition of 
the sailors. 
The latest dispatch from S e b a s t o p o l 
says 
that the mutineers 
forced the 
officers and crew of the cruiser Oteha 
ko ff to leave the ship. 
The crews of 
the battleships 
Rostislav 
and Tria 
Sviatitalia, so far as at present known, 
have not mutinied. 
One reserve bat­ 
talion. however, has joined the muti­ 
neers. 
Several companies of the Vilna 
regiment have arrived at Sebastopol 
from Theodosia. 
Martial law has been 
declared in the fortress.

Supreme Court Decides Against Gus­ 
tav Hafeman. 
W ashington, Nov. 28.— Justice Brew­ 
er during the day delivered the opinion 
of the suprem e court 
of the United 
States in the case of Gustav Hafeman 
vs. Albert F. Gross & Bros. 
This suit 
was instituted by Gross Brothers to 
recover under a contract one-fourth of 
the m oney received by H afem an iii the 
sale of land in St. Louis county, Min­ 
nesota. 
T he firm 
is engaged 
in the 
real estate business and it based its 
claim upon the fact that Hafem an was 
aided by its members in locating and 
proving up on the 
land in question 
The low er 
courts awarded 
the firm 
$1,875. 
Hafeman resisted the proceed­ 
ings on the ground that his contract 
with Gross Brothers controverts the 
terms of Section 2202 of the revised 
statutes, which requires that 
a pre- 
emptor about 
to take up land 
sh all 
make oath that he is not entering upon 
the land he is preempting for the pur­ 
pose of speculation 
but for his own 
use. 
T he court held 
that tBe other 
parties 
to the contract having 
full\ 
complied with their stipulations w e r e 
entitled to enforce against 
H a f e m a n 
personally, 
though 
not against

land, his promise to pay one-fourth of 
the proceeds of the sale.

At Least a Foot of Snow Fell 


Here During the Night and 


Blocked Sidewalks 


Thoro was oho of tho heaviest snow 
storms in a long time last night through­ 
out the northwest and information from 
over direction is to tho effect that traf­ 
fic has been generally impeded on ac 
count of the wind w hich accompanied 
tho snow. 
A t this point at least a foot of snow 
fell and tho wind blew a terrific gale all 
night. 
The result was that then' were 
larger drifts of snow on tho sidewalks 
and streets of tho city than have been 
seen in many years. 
Tho fall of snow started late yesterday 
afternoon and a stiff northeaster blew 
throughout the afternoon and night, 
causing all kinds of inconvenience both 
on tho streets and in the yards of tho 
Northern Pacific in this city. 
The train service into Brainerd,and in 
fact on the entire lino of the N. P., as 
far west as Bismarck and Mandan, is de 
plorable. 
The train from Duluth, No. 
ll, 
w a s two hours late today. 
At Du­ 
luth tho storm was the fiercest and it is 
said that not in the history of that city 
has it been as bad. 
Tho train from tho south was way 
late and from the north about an hour 
late. 
Much snow was encountered by 
the M. A: I. passenger from the north, 
and when tho engine arrived it was lit­ 
erally covered with a white cape of 
snow. 
Tho telegraph service on the X. P. 
has also been greatly impaired. Pp to 
nearly noon there were no wires up be­ 
tween Duluth and St. Paul and Duluth 
and Carleton. 
Trains are late, way 
late on the Minnesota division, and it is 
thought that it will be a day or two be­ 
fore they will be running on schedule 
time again.
